a Breeder’s club for the purpose 
,of hiring a pure bred stallion to 
itravel their district for the bene-! 
‘fit of the members. This club, by 
‘organizing under and adopting the} 
constitution and by-laws, and con- 
firming the various rules and regu- 
lations governing this grant, may 
participate in the Federal Assis- 
tance given to such clubs as here- 
inafter set forth :— 


1 The club shall guarantee the 
stallion owner a definite number 
of mares at a certain service fee 
| per mare, said mares to be in good 
breeding condition, and not affec- 
j ted with any contagious or in- 
| fections disease. 

‘9 All stallions named by Clubs 
for the purpose of securing Gov- 
ernment assistance must be sub- 
‘mitted to an examination by an 
authorized veterinary surgeon. 

3 The Secretary of the Club 
shall forward to the Live stoek 
branch, with the regular applic- 
ation, a list of its members, also 
a copy of the memorandum of ag- 
reement signed by both parties in- 
terested. This agreement shall not 
become binding until approved 
by the Live Stock Commissioner. 

4 The minimum service fee shall 
be not less than twelve dollars, 
and maximum shall not exceed 
twenty-five dollars.

carried out extensively in Eng- 
land during the past summer and | 
fall. 

Just how close to Berlin came to

D. H. 10 reached Franes, Satur- 
day, October 26, and the first week 
in November reached the Inde- 
pendent Force territory.

Freneh Americans and Italian, but 
all countries concerned fell far 
short of the mark 

Besides the large numbers of 
squadrons. operating from the 
English coast and Dunkirk, the In- 
dependent Air Force had, when 
peace broke ont, four day bomb- 
ing and five night bombing squad- 
rons, located south of Naney, and 
almost behind the American 
front During the thirteen months 
of special reprisal work 700 Taids 
were made on large German towns 
German aerdromes established for 
the defence of the Rhine and oth- 
er military objectives in Alsace- 
Lorraine and Germany. More 
than 725 tons of bombs were’ drop- 
;ped in this period. 

Report from the intelligence ag- 
ents showed that the German 
towns 80 treated got colossal 

‘‘wind up’’ when they found their 
own defences unable to cope with 
the attacks. At the time of the 
/St. Mihiel push, for example, one 
|railroad siding was made so hot 
that according to a captured Ger- 
man letter, it was shown that all 
troops had for several days to be 
marched to another junction twen- 
lty miles away. 

There was never any let up in 
'work of the raiders, day or night 
except when weather ‘conditions 
caused a temporary halt, or when 
casualties had been so severe that 
‘some squadron had to await the 
arrival of uew machines or new 
' officers. 

The day bombers usually suffer- 
ed more severely than their mght 
flying confreres. One example, ab- 
!out three weeks before the signing 
of the armistice, twelve machines 
set out from No. 110 squadron, 
flying ‘‘Nine Aks.’’ that is De- 
Havileand 9 A’s equipped with the 
Liberty motor. They raided Col- 
ogne, and of the dozen, ouly two 
returned safely. 


The day raiding was done on 
D.H.9, D.H. 9A, and D. H., four 
machines, the Jast named being 
equipped with Rolls Royee engin- 
es. The night work was princip- 
ally done by Handley-Pages al- 
| though it Was August until F. E. 

2D’s were finally ‘‘washed out.’ 
The casualties on the huge Hand- 
Jey’s were caused to a great ex 
tent by crashing owing to faulty 
landings and altered atmospher 
ical conditions. 

The instructions from the Royal 
Air Force officials to airmen 
starting on a raid were very de- 
finite, and the limitations string- 
ent. They were not to indulge in 
indiscriminate bombing, but were 
to release their ‘‘eggs’’ only on 
certain targets, or specified alter- 
natives, should weather conditions 
advise. Every British pilot and 
observer felt that he was bring 


a  , 


ard of war. 

The German aim seemed to be 
exactly a contrary one; hospitals 
and defenceless towns were their 
specialties. 

One of the greatest difficulties in 
bombing, especially in the night, is 
to find the right target. London 
is an easy one to find and before 
the A. A. barrage and baloon ap- 
rons became such a terror to Hun 
night raiders they used to get ov- 
er London and let go indiserim- 
inate salvoes. 

During those feverish weeks in 
October and November, when j)vo- 
ple hoped peace might be clinched 
at last, the Independent Foree, de- 
spite a prevailing unsuitability of 
weather, worked even more in- 
tensely to drive a few clinching 
nails. There was no let up to 
wait, and see ‘‘what would hap- 
pen.’’ Under date of October 17 
General Trenchard issued the fol- 
lowing statement (in part) to his 
squadrons : 

“It is more than ever necessary 
for a determined air ‘effort to be 
made by the Independent Force, 
as this would help to bring about 
the decisive defeat of the enemy. 

‘‘T desire to point out that if 
our thoughts are allowed to wan- 
der to expressions such as ‘‘Is this 
the last raid?’’ and ‘‘Is this the 
last flight#’’ ete., we may not be 
using our fullest energies to de- 
feat the enemy. This will undoub- 
tedly mean the war will be prolon- 
ged, and if it is prolonged, even 
au day beyond what is necessary 
owing to our energies not being 
concentrated on the defeat of the 
enemy then we are, one and all 
re sponsible for the extra casualties 
ineurred.’
